of the financial standing of 
Hon. 


Charles Foster and Fosfer & Co, baa 
been made (o the committee of cred- 
itors. The meeting-of the committee 
was held yesterday afternoon in the 
office of A. J. Stackhonse, attorney for 
the creditors' committee. The com- 
mittee is composed of Messrs. J. L. 
Mickey, A. J. Wilson and Ira Cad walla- 
der. The report was furnished by 
Messrs. 
T. C. Doolittle and Ju- 


lius Lembeck, the expert accountants 
of Cleveland, who made a thor- 
ongh examination, covering a period 
of several years, and their report was 
very complete and 
comprehensive. 


The accounts of Foster & Co. were 
first submitted and the difference be- 
tween liabilities and assets are shown 
to be the result of shrinkage in values 
held by the bank and an extraordin- 
ary amount of indorsements by Fos- 
ter & Co The cause of the failure of 
Foster & Co. is stated to be the inabil- 
ity of other banks, which were hold- 
ing the paper of Foster & Co.*, to redis- 
count it, owing to the then prevailing1 
stringency of the money market. 


Since July 31, 1865. there had been 


paid by the banks $158,000 for interest, 
and the shrinkage on the $876,000 of 
stock makes a fair capital of itself. 
By the tabulated statement of Messrs. 
Doolittle and Lembeck the liabilities 
of the bank are shown to be $771,201.64, 
of whieh $469,500 is as indorsers. The 
appriased assets were $88,893.60, but in 
the nine months since the assignment 
the real value of the assets have 
shrunk to $43,310.85, of which $16,300.43 
is classed as still doubtful, consisting 
of bills, receivable and unsettled ac- 
counts. 


The personal liabilities of Charles 


Foster are $808,256.52. The appraised 
assets are $314,359.71, but from this 
sum must be subtracted the amount 
rat up by Mr. Foster as collateral, 
vhlch reaches the sum of $115,486.58, 
eaving his net assets at $198,773.13. 
The worst feature financially in regard 
to Foster & Co. is, if no compromises 
or settlements are made, and each 
tolder of indorsed paper holdes out for 
;he last cent, the result will be, under 
Ohio law, a large assessment for the 
itatutory liability."

ST Louis, 1'eb. 15 —At midnight

RURAL.NORWAY. 
That few m O«Ma 


In various parts of rur»I Norway, 


but particularly is the south, it is not 
an uncommon thing to see white farm- 
booses with red barns and outbuild- 
ings, which at a distance look the rery 
counterpart of those IB America. The 
resemblance is, of course, only super- 
ficial, and is quickly dispelled by * 
nearer view, which discloses the multi- 
farious buildings that are character- 
istic of a Norwegian farmstead in their 
peculiar grouping- about the spacious 
court In remote parts of the country 
the more ancient farm buildings, dingy 
with age, are often curiotnly carved, 
particularly on the door posts and lin- 
tels. This is specially true of the ate- 
bur, a sort of glorified corncrib, which 
for some reason or other, all over Nor- 
way, is the one building of the farm 
whieh has best preserved an antique 
appearance. 


The farms themselves and farming 


methods have but little resemblance to 
purs. There are very few large hold- 
ings, and it is curious to note the divi- 
sions and subdivisions of land indi- 
cated by the lettered posts by the way- 
side. Much of the tilled land has been 
fairly wrested from natural conditions 
by an energy which it seems might 
have been elsewhere better applied. 
The bastions along the readside, ten or 
twelve feet wide at the top, made of all 
sorts of stones picked off the land and 
piled up to get rid of them, are evidence > 
in point Little strips of field high up 
on a mountain side, so inaccessible 
that the scanty crop of hay must be 
sent down on wires, are frequent 
enough, and, on the upland meadows 
which are too steep for a wagon, it is 
the common custom to get the hay in 
on sledges that are often drawn by 
man-power. Farming under such cir-1 
cumstances is necessarily done by 
primitive methods, and there is little 
modern machinery even where it might 
'be used. In many places, girls and wo- 
men may be seen cutting oats and bar- 
ley with a sickle, not seldom in com-' 
paratively large 
fields. 
' 


Some of the farming methods are1 


peculiar. One of the first things to at- 
tract the attention in agricultural Nor- 
way is the long, upright frames on 
iwhich the grass is dried; these make a 
hay field look like a parade ground, 
with the troops drawn up in irre- 
proachable line. The plantations of| 
gnarled birch trees, whose tender, 
boughs with the leaves on are cut off 
and dried in late summer for winter 
fodder for the sheep, are a new element 
in the landscape. Peculiar, too, at 
least to the extent that prevails in 
Norway, is the summer saeter life. 
Eegularly with the coming of St. John's 
day, the 21th of June, the live stock of 
the farms, the cows, sheep, goats and 
swine are driven off to the mountain 
pastures, where they are kept until 
early September, while the home fields 
are mown for their hay. Up at the 
saeter the girls who attend the cattle 
live in » very primitive fashion, often 
in a house with a single room, which 
is dairy and living room combined. 
The butter and cheese produced are' 
not infrequently brought down on 
their backs, and the few necessaries of 
life are carried up in the same way. 
The grass of these mountain pastures, 
especially on the sunny slope of a val- 
ley, is short, but astonishingly abun- 
dant, and the cattle thrive. Norway 
without the life of the saeter n oiild 
lose some of its most characteristic 
charms of sight and sound. Every one 
who has been through the Norwegian, 
mountains will call to mind the plain- 
tive sounds of the cattle horn echoing 
down through the woods from some 
high pasture, and the minor notes of 
the cattle call: Kuss! kuss' kuss! kom 
hjem! 


One other 
resemblance to rural 


America that impresses itself upon the 
traveler from these shores is the way 
in which the farmsteads are scattered 
about the country and the comparative 
absence of villages. 
Norway, as a 


whole, is very sparsely inhabited, 
partly owing to the nature of the 
country itself and partly to the drift of 
the population 
to America. 
Long 


stretches are uninhabited, and the 
roads wind for miles without interrup- 
tion through dense forests of tall, yel- 
low-tmnked pines, and spruces that 
have their equal for luxuriance of 
growth nowhere else in the world. 
There is a strange absence of animal 
life in these regions. A squirrel occa- 
sionally runs across the road, but there 
are few birds and no songsters- Nor- 
way in this respect is strangely silent. 
There were skylarks in the meadows 
in July, but they soon disappeared, 
and the only birds commonly left, be- 
sides the sparrows and the familiar 
little wagtails, were the ash-gray 
crows and the magpies, who seemed to 
have entered upon an alliance and 
were often seen to fly and feed to- 
gether. 


In spite of the sparseness of popula- 


tion and the comparative poverty of 
the country, the roads of Norway are 
scarcely surpassed by those of any 
other part of Europe. Of late years 
vast sums have been expended in this 
direction with superb result. Yearly, 
new districts are taken in hand, and 
the old roads are either straightened 
and leveled, or, in many cases, aban- 
doned outright It is an admirable 
country for bicycling; and wheelmen 
and wheelwomen, also, are met every- 
where. Norway in most respects is not 
behind the rest of the world. There 
are few railways, to be sure, bnt snch 
i» recent appliance as the telephone is 
used all over the country to an extent 
$hat is absolutely unknown in America] 
and charges for it and the telegraph 
are astonishingly cheap. ' In most re- 
spects, although a peasant population 
•is naturally conservative, ideas of all 
kinds penetrate rapidly through Nor- 
way, and this we m»y largely ascribe 
to an abundant and wide-awake jour- 
nalism. In the present political con- 
ditions there is, in this -way, apecu1 
liarly active exchange of opinion 
throughout the land, which, under a 
«alm exterior, is really undergoing a 
period of storm and stress whose in- 
tensity is utterly unsuspected unlecc

islative department. Think ot snob an 
utterance coming from a man 'like oar 
present chief magistrate, who thinks 
himself greater than all th* people, 
greater than Congress, and even greater 
than tbe constitution, and whose ego- 
tism led him to refer in a etate paper to 
the sovereigns or citizens of this republic 
as "subjects." A great President reeo<- 


;ae tha digity* and independence ot 


Congress, and never attempts to bias 
the opinions of iadividnal members with 
postoffioes end other official patronage. 
[>nly the small and weak and dangerous 
do these things. In the same paper Mr. 
Lincoln also said: 


Fellow-citizens, we cannot escape his- 


tory. We of this Congress and this ad- 
ministration will be remembered in spite 
ot ourselves. No personal significance 
or ineiR niucsnoe can spare one or another 
of as. 


If Mr. Olevelsnn and the present Con- 


gress were to read this and act upon the 
truth it contains the nation might be 
spared farther humiliation from a rep- 
etition of the things it has been called 
upon to endure since the fourth of last 
M nob.
